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Sir: 

The Notice of Allowance dated June 23 , 2005, on the above-referenced 
application was accompanied by an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance. The 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance indicates that the claimed invention has been found to be 
allowable over the prior art. Applicant thanks the Examiner for favorable consideration of the 
application. 

The Statement of Reasons for Allowance indicates that the claimed invention is 



allowable 



since an AC/AC frequency converter comprising a transformer 
having a three phase primary winding connected to the input 
voltage source and n sets of three phase secondary windings being 
one or more multiples of 360°/n out of phase with each other and 
three single pole, n throw switches with each of the poles defining 
an output of the AC/AC frequency converter and the n throws of 
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each switch connected to respective outputs of the secondary 
windings in each of the n sets, wherein n greater than or equal to 
three was not found to be singularly or collectively taught by the 
prior art. 

While Applicant believes that claims 1-13 are allowable, Applicant does not 



necessarily agree or acquiesce that the only grounds for patentability of every claim 1-13 are 
those recited above or that the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance are applicable to 
every claim 1-13. Additionally, Applicant does not agree with the paraphrasing of claim 1 in 
stating the reasons for allowance. As a first example, Applicant would like to note that, in the 
Reasons for Allowance, the Examiner uses the term "winding" and not the terms "input 
terminals" and "output terminals." Use of a transformer having a three phase primary winding 
and n sets of three phase secondary windings is merely an exemplary embodiment of the 
transformer. As a second example, Applicant wishes to clarify that claim 1 requires "the 
voltages of each set of secondary output terminals being one or more multiples of 360°/n out of 
phase with the voltages on the other sets of output terminals" rather than the "windings being one 
or more multiples of 360°/n out of phase with each other" as stated by the Examiner in the 
Reasons for Allowance. Thus, for at least these reasons, claims 1-13 are broader than indicated 
by the Examiner in the Reasons for Allowance. 



It is thus requested that these Comments be considered and made of record with
